BEN KET, Vietnam (AP) —

U.S. Officials Study Report 
Hanoi Cutting Off Infiltration 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
State and Defense departments 
are trying to determine what 
consequences a reported sharp 
cutback in the infiltration of 
North Vietnamese troops into 
South Vietnam might have on 
the course of the war. 
The infiltration rate declined

Warren Sees Remap Ruling Most Important 


SACRAMENTO, CAlif. 
(AP) 
—Earl Warren says the most 
important Supreme Court rul­ 
ings of his 16 years as chief jus­ 
tice of the United States were 
those declaring that one man’s 
vote should mean as much as 
any other man's. 
If the 
people 
have 
equal 
representation in government, 
they can solve most problems 
“through the political process 
rather than through the courts,” 
Warren says in an interview 
broadcast today. 
The 78-yearald Warren, who 
retired Monday, chose reappor­ 
tionment 
decisions 
over 
the 
more widely known school de­ 


segregation ruling of 1954 as 
probably the most far-reaching 
of the Warren Court years. He 
said he likes to think of those 
years as the era of the “People’s 
court.” 
Reapportionment rulings trig­ 
gered a revolution in makeup of 
state legislatures and other gov­ 
ernmental bodies. 
In the area of civil rights, the 
silver-haired Warren expressed 
frustation at what he called 
cases of outright flaunting of de­ 
cisions or slowness in imple­ 
menting them. 
And Warren called a defini­ 
tion of obscenity one of the 
toughest coqirt problems. He de­ 


fended obscenity rulings. 
He denied allegations that nu­ 
merous civil liberties decisions 
resulted in “coddling” criminals 
and made it tougher for prose­ 
cutors to convict. 
Warren’s comments were in 
an 
hour-long 
interview 
with 
Morrie 
Landsberg, 
editor 
of 
McClatchy Broadcasting, which 
operates stations KFBK-Radio 
and KO VR-Television, in Sacra­ 
mento. Landsberg interviewed 
Warren in his Washington, D.C. 
sludv several weeks before hi* 
retirement with the understand­ 
ing it would not be aired until 
after he stepped down. 
It was Warren’s first public 


comment on many of the sensi­ 
tive issues before the nation’s 
highest court during his term as 
chief justice. He was appointed 
in 
1953 
by 
then 
President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. Warren 
formerly was Republican gover­ 
nor of California. 
Warren took note of great 
problems America faces. 
“I don’t have answers 
for 
them,” he said. But he ex- 
oressed faith that the Constitu­ 
tion and Bill of Rights would 
survive the assaults of a chang­ 
ing society. 
In the area of pornography, 
Warren said the court had to 
balance

constitutional 


rights against each other: the 
right of government to create a 
decent .society and the speech 
and press freedoms guaranteed 
by the first amendment. 

And when you have 
those two things coming togeth­ 
er, you find it very difficult to 
write a verba! definition of what 
obscenity is,” he said. 
Warren used reapportionment! 
as an example in replying to 
frequently voiced criticism th a t;

“What does reapportionment 
do but establish states’ rights?”

Tank Blast 
Fatal To 3 
At Toledo 


TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) — “I 
heard a crack like a stick being 
snapped . . . and then the top 
blew off.” 
That’s how a witness de­ 
scribed a chemical tank explo­ 
sion at the Interlake Iron Co. 
plant here Wednesday that left 
three workmen dead and five 
others hurt. 
Irene Harris, who lives across 
the street from the East Side 
plant, said she heard a hissing 
sound before the cracking noise 
and then a rumbling before the 
top blew off in a loud roar. 
“It was like taking a lid off 
a tin can,” Mrs. Harris said. 
The blast, which officials said 
was triggered by a spark from 
a welder’s torch, set off a series 
of smaller explosions. 
For a while it was feared the 
flames which followed would 
spread to nearby tanks contain­ 
ing 200,000 gallons of highly 
volatile benzene and toluene. 
Officials 
said 
the 
chemicals 
have the explosive wallop of 
TNT. 
“I was afraid I was going to 
lose my men,” said District Fire 
Chief Robert Rabbits “ I was 
worried that the benzene plant 
might go at any time.” 
Because of the chance of furth­ 
er explosions, police evacuated 
residents of the area until flames

C. C. Steorts, manager of pub­ 
lic relations at the foundry, said 
the initial explosion occurred

The controlling Board now is 
controlled by the 
administra­ 
tion. It is made up of two legis­ 
lators and representatives from 
the auditor, attorney general 
and finance department. 
Under the amendment already 
agreed upon by the Finance 
Committee, the attorney general 
and 
auditor 
representatives 
would be drowned and fo»»r leg* 
islators-two from each politic­ 
al party-wmdd be added. It 
would boost the board from*its 
four members to seven. 
Another amendment would re­ 
quire the board to make quart­ 
erly reports to the Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
The action came in tile wake 
of a Fin^nee Committee renort 
that the Rhodes administration 
has “hidden” the sumlus of at 
least $145 million for the next 
two years in the present bud­ 
get. 


Council Backs 


'Black Manifesto' 


CINCINNATI (AP) 
— The 
Interracial Council of the Ro­ 
man Catholic Archdiocese of 
Cincinnati went on record Wed­ 
nesday night in support of the 
black manifesto — in opposition 
to Archbishop John Alter. 
The archbishop, who created 
the council several years ago, 
recently called the controversial 
manifesto a “disaster0 and said 
the initial demands of $500 mil­ 
lion in reparations for Negroes 
were “ in no way representative 
of the total black community.*’ 
According to a spokesman, 
the council—composed of both 
lay and religious members— 
voted endorsement of the mani 
festo Wednesday night. He said 
about 25 out of a normal mem­ 
bership of about 90 voted.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Re­ 
searchers 
report 
encouraging 
progress in the hunt for ways to 
detect would-be aircraft hijack­ 
ers. 
Developments revealed Tues­ 
day lead officials to feel—for 
the first time—that the problem 
can be solved. 
A Federal Aviation Adminis­ 
tration task force, created last 
February to study characteris­ 
tics of hijackers and to evaluate 
various weapons-loeating devic­ 
es, said it has narrowed the need 
to screen passengers to less than 
one per cent. 
The panel reported it has de­ 
veloped a hijacker behavioral 
profile based on the detailed 
study of the personality of every 
known sky pirate. 
It added that, during field 
testing of weapons-spotting de­ 
vices at airports in five major 
cities, it has discovered that 
“all of tile devices were much 
more precise than we had been 
led lo believe by the claims of 
their developers.” 
Thus far, the testing has been 
narrowed to a device that has 
two aluminum pole sensors con­ 
nected to a graph recorder. The 
panel said this device has been 
both highly sensitive to weapons 
and surprisingly discriminatory 
toward metal not in the catego­ 
ry of weapons.

“—Compensation for all per­ 
sonal time so expended, such 
compensation to be paid at the 
hourly rate received by the un­ 
dersigned in his regular employ­ 
ment.

deny equal protection to new

pittance. This interpretation of 
the

overrides

Brandeis-Framkfurter t h e o r y 
that the states are entitled to 
make their own decisions in 
social 
legislation. 
There 
are 
residency requirements when it 
comes to voting; why not, then, 
when it is a m atter of relief? 
Interstate commerce is one

be based on terms of residency, 
a sales tex deduction on a cair 
trade-in is allowed only when 
the seller is registered in the 
state. Colorado permits a sales 
tax deduction only on proof that 
the car is being resold locally. 
Is this sort of favoritism con­

protection to car owners, let 
alone the question of applying 
the interstate commerce clause

Several states including North 
Carolina, Florida, and Kansas 
tax products originating outside 
their boundaries, but exempt 
the same products if they are 
made at home. The Georgia 
Legislature has passed enabling 
legislation that permits commu­ 
nities and counties to use tax 
incentives to build up 
local 
economies. This is all to the 
good provided the incentives are 
granted on a non-discrim inatory 
basis. 
But 
in 
G e o r g i a , 
domestic 
wine 
is 
taxed 
at 
twenty cents a gallon where 
local importers of wines from 
New York and California have 
to pass along a dollar - a-gallon 
tax to the customer. The tax 
rises to two dollars a gallon 
for out-of-state wines that have 
a high alcoholic content. High 
alcoholic 
Georgia 
wines, 
however, get off with a fifty 
cent tax. 
Our Federal Constitution, of 
course, forbids the levy of state 
duties on imports from other 
states. 
This 
is 
not 
taken 
anywhere to mean that a state 
can’t tax such things as liquor 
and tobacco in order to raise 
revenues to pay its bills. But 


doesn’t a tax on out-of - state 
wine clearly become an “import 
duty” when an in-state wine is 
exempted 
from 
an 
identical 
penalty? And how come that a . 
New York magazine pays a 
sales tax in Arkansas where a 
locally published magazine does 
not? 
The same U.S. Supreme Court 
that has decided that residency 
requirements for relief are an 
infringement of 
the 
idea 
of 
equal protection permits what 
Representative Emanuel Ceiler 
of 
New 
York 
calls 
tho 
“ Balkanization 
of 
the 
U.S. 
economy.” In 1959 the Court 
actually decided that a com­ 
pany could be compelled to pay 
a state income tax even though 
it was engaged exclusively in 
interstate commerce within the 
taxing state. Congress quickly 
moved 
to 
adopt 
a 
law 
prohibiting the levying of state 
income 
farces 
on 
companies 
whose activities inside a state 
are limited to soliciting orders 
through 
salesmen 
or 
selling 
locally 
through 
independent 
contractors. 
Law and logic are, of course, 
two separate categories. But if 
“equal 
protection” 
is 
to 
be 
extended to applicants for relief 
in the complete absence of any 
constitutional statem ent bearing 
on State welfare, it would seem 
that equal protection should be 
accorded in the field of in­ 
terstate commerce, where the 
federal 
law 
has 
actually 
guaranteed it ever since we 
have their “common m arkets” ; 
Europe and Central 
America 
have their ‘common m arkets” ; 
why not the fifty states of the 
U.S.?

I know a particular situation 
in which a mother constantly

Remember, however, that it has 
been a natural phenomenon to

You undoubtedly have learned

great, deal

months and supported by your

READERS: 
Bill 
Gargan, a handsome, veteran 
Irish actor, was saved from 
fatal cancer of the larynx by 
surgery. To warn and possibly 
save others from a similar fate, 
he has written a book, “WHY 
ME?” ppubiished by Doubleday. 
Bill is a friend of mine, and 
has given me permission to 
quote 
from 
his 
eloquent 
testimony against smoking. And 
I thank him. 
“That so many people smoke 
to me is incredible. That so 
many 
children 
smoke 
is 
sickening. By the 12th grade, 
fully half of our children smoke. 
Yet it ought not surprise us. 
We older people like to think 
we just didn’t know what we 
were doing when we began to 
smoke in our youth. 
“Today, we have the surgeon 
general's report. Yes, there is 
a definite link between cigarette 
smoking and lung cancer, a link 
between cigarette smoking and 
heart disease, between cigarette 
smoking and a dozen different 
ailments, any of which may kill 
someday. 
“When we were young we kept 
saying we didn’t have all the 
facts. Yet we called cigarettes 
’coffin nails.’ We knew. 
We 
laughed and curled a smoke ring 
in the sky. 
“While talking to a group of 
teen-agers in A n c h o r a g e , 
Alaska, I squirmed with guilt. 
I had smoked between two and 
three packs of cagarettes every 
day for 35 years. These kids, 
so 
beautiful, 
6o sturdy 
and 
straight, God’s images, all of 
them. 
“My 
father 
and 
mother 
smoke,” one child says, “Why 
can’t I?” 
“I’m sorry for your father 
and mother,” I say. 
“But I'm not worried about 
them. If they don’t have the 
brains or determination to stop, 
I feel sorry for them But I 
can’t help them. It’s YOU I'm 
worried about. If you haven’t 
started 
smoking, 
I beg 
of 
you—-DON’T. 
If 
you 
have 
started, I beg of you, STOP.” 
“But why?” they ask. “It’s 
’in’ to smoke. Everyone does 
it. We don't want to look like 
oddballs.” 
“Would you rather look like 
me?” 
I 
asked 
gently. 
And 
SOUND like me?” 
Bill Gargan’s once resonant 
booming voice has been reduced 
to a croak. But his message 
comes thru loud and clear. Some 
reader letters follow: 
DEAR ABBY: I want to give 
up smoking. Maybe I had better 
rephrase that. I HAVE to give 
up smoking. 
My doctor (who is a personal 
friend 
of 
mine) 
told 
me 
yesterday that if I didn’t quit 
smoking he did not want me 


to show my face iii his office 
again. And he meant it, too. 
Abby, he .is wonderful doctor 
and I have gone to him for 
nearly 15 years, and I do not 
want to start in with another 
doctor, but I am a three-pack-a- 
day woman, and it’s not all 
that easy to stop. I have tried 
to cut down, and I have even 
tried to quit “cold turkey” and 
I put on IO pounds in nearly 
as many days. 
Is there a hypnotist I can 
go to? I admit, I haven t the 
willpower to quit on my own. 
I have heard this really works.

tobacco products except ciga­ 
rettes from the ban. 
Opponents of the bill, includ­ 


ing representatives of the tobac­ 
co and advertising industries 
and 
communications 
media, 
contend it would hinder private 
enterprise.

Trees And Forests 


Nature Notes Of Yesteryear

As I travel over the roads 
of this and adjoining counties 
in the Scioto valley, I 
try to 
imagine 
the 
whole 
country 
covered as it once was with 
the 
rn agnificient forests

produce food for the thousands. 
All that remains of the woods 
are a few scraggly woodlots and 
fringes of trees along the steep 
sides of the streams. Once in 
a while a magnificent specimen 
may be sighted, but its top is 
broken and shattered by the 
storms from which it has no 
protection by the presence of 
its fellows. 
When trees grow singly in 
open 
spaces 
or 
fields 
the 
branches grow near the earth, 
the tree spreads itself out over 


Until a few years ago, there 
stood in the middle of the road, 
h e t w e e n 
Saltcreek 
and 
Pickaway Twps., 
a bur oak 
seven feet in diameter. 
Henry 
Howe, 
in

Historical Collections, tells of a

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
Senate 
Finance 
Committee 
studying 
the 
administration’s 
$4.1 billion budget for the next 
two years has found $140 mil­ 
lion. 
It was the second similar find 
in recent months. 
The House found SUO million 
in non-earmarked funds while it 
was studying the same budget. 
The Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee went into a dosed session 
today apparently to discuss how 
to announce its discovery. 
The administration ran into

U.S. Updates 


Pershing, 


Atom Missile 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Army soon will send a faster tir­ 
ing, quicker moving version of 
its 400-mile range Pershing mis­ 
sile to Europe to replace tacti­ 
cal aircraft in the nuclear de­ 
fense of NATO. 
The improved Pershing sys­ 
tem is mounted on wheels so it 
can change position faster than 
the older model, which moves 
on tank-like treads, making the 
new version unit less vulnera­ 
ble. 
The Pershing lA’s faster rate 
of fire and greater mobility are 
vital to its newest job on what is 
called “quick reaction alert.” 
In this role the P ish in g mis­ 
sile will replace war planes on 
nuclear alert, freeing more tac­ 
tical fighter-bombers for con 
ventional warfare roles. 
Originally, tile Pershing was 
sent to Europe five years ago to 
provide heavy atomic artillery 
support for the U.S. 7th Army 
deployed in West Germany lac­ 
ing the Iron Curtain. 
The Army will begin shipping 
the missile to Europe- later this 
year where it will be swapped, 
unit by unit, for the older ver­ 
sion without leaving any gap in 
NATO’s nuclear shield.

The House, however, failed to 
approve an emergency clause to 
make the bill law upon the gov­ 
ernor's. signature.

Other bills 
passed by the 
House would: 


—Limit signers of annexation 
petitions to owners instead of 
residents. 
— Financially 
assist home 
owners forced to move when 
their property is taken for a 
state highway project. 
In the Senate, a bill to allow 
hotels and motels to use colored 
and patterned sheets of no-iron 
synthetic fabrics prompted 40 
minutes of light debate before 
it was pasised and sent to the 
House 24-7. 
Present law stipulates that 
sheets and pillow cases must be 
made of white cotton and linen. 
At one point in the debate, 
Sen. Anthony O. Calabrese, D- 
22 Cleveland, held up a pattern­ 
ed bed sheet that he said had 
been slept on three nights. 
“You can’t tell that this no­ 
iron sheet has been slept upon,” 
he said. 
Calabrese added that he felt 
small motels would use no-iron 
sheets over and over without 
washing them. 
He also contended the bill 
would put women 
who iron 
sheets out of jobs. 
The bill’s sponsor, Clara E. 
Weisenbom, R-5 Dayton, said 
only four other states besides 
Ohio prohibits no-iron sheets. 
In other action, the Banate 
refused to concur in 
House 
amendments to a bill to pro­ 
hibit medical quackery.

Senate-House Conference Com­ 
mittee, which will determine 
whether milk companies that 
sell so - called immune milk 
should be prohibited from rep­ 
resenting the milk as a cure for 
certain diseases.

The Senate also received a 
bill from Mottl to make break­ 
ing and entering into any in­ 
habited or uninhabited building 
a felony, punishable by up to 
five years imprisonment.
